FOREWORD 


In  this  booklet  we  have  attempted  to  present  a  brief  history  of  the 
borough  of  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania  from  its  formation  in  1815  to  the 
present  day.  This  task  was  approached  from  several  angles — Pottstown 
before  1815,  in  1815,  and  today;  the  government  of  Pottstown;  the  cultural 
heritage  of  the  area;  transportation  in  the  area;  Pottstown’s  contribution 
to  the  war  efforts;  and  lastly  we  have  attempted  a  look  into  the  future  of 
our  town. 

Our  task  would  not  be  complete  if  the  invaluable  assistance  of  those 
who  aided  us  in  the  securing  of  the  material  and  pictures  for  this  booklet 
was  not  acknowledged.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Historical  Society  of  Potts¬ 
town  for  many  of  the  historical  facts  in  this  booklet;  the  Borough  Man¬ 
ager’s  staff  for  the  segment  on  the  borough  government ;  those  students  of 
Pottstown  Senior  High  School,  Cheryl  Brown,  Dean  Evans,  Stuart  Flam, 
Nancy  Litvin,  Stanley  Mack  and  Susan  Schmidt  who  gave  of  their  time  to 
prepare  much  of  the  material  in  this  booklet;  the  citizens  of  Pottstown 
who  answered  our  plea  for  old  pictures  and  many  others  too  numerous  to 
mention  who  through  their  efforts  and  advice  made  the  preparation  of  this 
booklet  possible.

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*  POTTSTOWN 

Pottstown  today  is  a  far  cry  from  what  it  was  in  1700. 
This  area  was  a  beautifully  wooded,  gently  rolling  valley 
which  abounded  with  sparkling  clear  streams. 

The  Indians  who  inhabited  the  area  were  of  the  Dela¬ 
ware  Nation,  or  more  specifically  the  Leni-Lenape  Tribe. 
They  found  the  land  extremely  fertile,  the  streams  full  of 
fish,  and  the  woods  abounding  with  game. 

The  Englishmen  who  came  to  the  area  felt  the  land 
reminiscent  of  Warwickshire,  and  thus  even  today  names 
such  as  Warwick,  Coventry,  Colebrookdale  and  Stowe  are 
common. 

The  first  settlers  brought  all  of  their  worldly  posses¬ 
sions  with  them.  They  felled  trees  and  built  cabins,  tilled 
the  land,  hunted,  and  caught  fish  in  the  swift-running 
streams.  The  Indians  were  quite  friendly  to  the  newcom¬ 
ers,  and  reports  of  Indian  raids  were  few  and  far  between. 

Records  in  London  tell  of  a  settlement  at  the  junction 
of  the  Manatawny  Creek,  or  Mortlatten  as  the  English  called 
it,  and  the  Schuylkill  River  as  early  as  1698,  and  old  rec¬ 
ords  at  the  state  capitol  mention  a  town  here  in  1700.  The 
importance  of  these  records  is  doubtful. 

In  1709  Henry  Sprogell  and  his  brother  came  from 
Holland  and  purchased  630  acres  of  land  near  the  Schuyl¬ 
kill.  This  purchase  presently  includes  part  of  the  east  end 
of  the  borough. 

In  1701  William  Penn  deeded  his  son  John  990  acres 
near  the  Manatawny  Creek.  John  Penn  sold  this  tract  to 
Samuel  McCall,  Jr.  in  1735,  and  he  in  turn  sold  the  land  to 
John  Potts  in  1752.  Most  of  the  settlers  in  the  area  at  this 
time  were  from  England  and  Germany. 

Pottstown,  or  Pottsgrove  as  Potts  called  it,  was  laid  out 
in  1753  at  right  angles  following  the  plan  of  Philadelphia. 
The  original  town  extended  from  York  to  Charlotte  Streets, 
and  from  the  Schuylkill  River  to  Beech  Street. 

Potts  took  the  nam^s  of  royalty  in  England  to  name 
the  streets  such  as  York,  Charlotte,  Hanover,  King  and  Queen 
Streets.  Most  of  the  east  and  west  streets  he  named  after 
trees  which  were  abundant  in  the  area.  The  streets  even 
today  still  bear  the  names  of  Beech,  Laurel,  Walnut  and 
Chestnut.  The  main  street  was  called  High  Street  as  was 
the  custom  in  England.  This  avenue  was  100  feet  wide.

The  blocks  were  divided  into  lots  60  feet  by  300  feet. 
They  were  subject  to  ground  rents,  and  the  bill  of  sale  con¬ 
tained  a  proviso  that  all  houses  had  to  be  at  least  20  feet 
square,  and  had  to  be  built  of  either  stone,  brick  or  logs. 
The  settlers  were  not  happy  with  these  ground  rules  and 
they  were  repealed  in  1822. 

Potts  donated  plots  for  churches,  graveyard  or  other 
charitable  purposes. 

In  accordance  with  Potts’  plans,  Pottstown  developed 
into  a  neatly  built  town.  Its  homes  were  built  principally 
on  High  Street,  the  broadest  and  most  attractive  road.  On 
High  Street  were  a  great  number  of  shade  trees  and  pleas¬ 
ant  grounds.  The  scenery  around  the  town  was  beautiful 
with  the  river  winding  in  and  out  in  a  charming  and  pic¬ 
turesque  manner. 

Snowberry  Lawn,  the  first  brick  house  built  in  Potts¬ 
town,  was  built  in  1769.  Laurel  Lodge,  another  fine  exam¬ 
ple  of  architecture  of  this  period  was  built  in  the  same  year. 

The  most  important  unit  in  pre-revolutionary  Potts¬ 
town  was  the  family  and  the  home.  It  was  here  that  the 
children  looked  for  recreation,  and  here  thread  was  spun, 
cloth  wroven  and  clothing  made.  Homes  were  built  simply, 
but  well.  Their  most  outstanding  features  were  the  large 
kitchens  and  tremendous  fireplaces. 

Neighbors  worked  well  together.  Co-operatively,  they 
felled  the  great  trees,  cleared  away  the  brush,  and  built  their 
log  cabin  homes.  Much  of  the  social  life  of  the  community 
revolved  around  the  church.  Everyone  went  to  church  ev¬ 
ery  Sunday. 

As  early  as  1752,  an  inn  was  built  which  was  known 
as  “The  Red  Lion.”  John  Potts  constructed  a  brick  inn, 
“The  Swann,”  at  the  northeast  corner  of  High  and  York 
Streets  in  1763.  The  innkeeper  was  Thomas  DeWees. 

One  of  the  finest  buildings  at  this  time  was  Pottsgrove 
Manor,  home  of  John  Potts.  Although  started  in  1752,  the 
house  was  not  finished  until  1754.  It  was  built  of  field- 
stone  with  range  courses  of  sandstone  on  its  front.  The 
massive  home  was  built  with  walls  24  inches  thick  and  18 
feet  high.  The  beautifully  laid  out  mansion  was  considered 
the  finest  example  of  American  homes  outside  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  people  came  from  miles  around  to  admire  it. 
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During  Washington’s  winter  at  Valley  Forge,  he  and 
many  of  his  generals,  including  Lafayette,  came  to  visit 
Pottsgrove  Manor.  Even  Mrs.  Washington  spent  several 
days  at  the  mansion.  For  about  four  days  during  the  war, 
General  Washington  used  the  home  as  his  headquarters. 

John  Potts  died  in  1758  and  was  buried  in  the  Potts 
Burial  Plot  on  Chestnut  Street  between  Hanover  and  Penn 
Streets. 

The  desire  to  settle  in  Pottstown  was  not  great  at  first, 
but  by  the  time  of  the  Revolution  there  were  20  homes  and 
about  150  inhabitants,  two  grist  mills,  a  tavern,  a  Quaker 
meeting  house  and  a  Lutheran-Reformed  log  church. 

There  is  not  very  much  information  about  Pottstown 
from  1776  until  1815.  The  town  failed  to  increase  in  size 
until  about  1830  when  the  population  suddenly  increased  to 
about  700. 

During  the  war,  John  Potts,  Jr.  was  accused  of  being 
sympathetic  with  the  British.  Troops  were  sent  to  arrest 
him  but  he  managed  to  escape  out  the  back  door. 

General  Arthur  St.  Claire  played  an  important  part  in 
the  history  of  the  United  States.  Not  only  was  this  Potts- 
tonian  a  general  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  in  1787 
he  was  elected  president  of  the  Continental  Congress  and 
thus  actually  was  the  President  of  our  country. 

The  colonial  industries  in  our  town  were  fishing,  iron 
and  flour  mills.  The  first  iron  forge  was  built  by  Thomas 
Rutter  and  the  first  grist  mill,  Gabel’s  Mill,  was  built  in 
1725. 

Fishing  was  done  in  the  Schuylkill  River  from  Han¬ 
over  to  Charlotte  Streets.  Nets  and  wiers  to  catch  the  fish 
were  set  up.  Their  presence  was  objected  to  because  they 
made  transportation  on  the  river  literally  impossible.  A 
bitter  war  developed  between  the  boating  industry  and  the 
fishing  industry. 

In  1782,  Pottstown  was  proposed  as  the  county  seat  of

Montgomery  County.  This  was  mainly  because  Pottstown 
had  a  tavern  and  Norristown  did  not. 

In  1794,  the  first  post  office  in  Montgomery  County  was 
built  in  Pottstown. 

In  1803,  Christian  Willauer  opened  the  first  drug  store 
in  the  area.  1805  marked  the  first  major  improvement  in 
Pottstown.  The  new  bridge  across  the  Manatawny  Creek 
was  built  and  tolls  were  collected. 

Around  the  1800’s,  the  tannery  trade  was  a  big  indus¬ 
try  in  Pottstown.  The  Casselbury  family  had  a  tannery  on 
a  stream  which  flowed  through  the  town  between  Charlotte 
and  Penn  Streets.  The  sight  of  this  enterprise  is  now  cov¬ 
ered  by  other  businesses. 

In  the  sixty-three  years  from  the  laying  out  of  the 
town  to  its  incorporation  as  a  borough,  Pottstown  had  pro¬ 
gressed  slowly  but  steadily.  The  little  town  was  now  ready 
for  bigger  and  better  changes. 


*  POTTSTOWN  IN  1815  -

who  patterned  their  towns  after  Philadelphia,  “The  City  of 
Brotherly  Love.”  They  even  went  so  far  as  to  copy  the 
names  of  their  streets. 

Pottstown,  according  to  its  charter,  had  very  definite  or 
very  indefinite  boundaries— depending  upon  your  point  of 
view.  The  charter  said  that  Pottstown  was  bounded  “be¬ 
ginning  at  a  stake  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  river  Schuyl¬ 
kill;  thence  from  Jacob  Lesher’s  land,  North-twenty-five  de¬ 
grees,  East-one  hundred  perches  to  a  post  on  the  east  side 
of  the  road  leading  from  the  Manatawny  ford  on  Schuylkill 
to  Glasgow;  thence  by  the  east  side  of  said  road,  North-fif¬ 
teen  degrees.  East-forty-seven  perches  to  Beech  Street;  then 
by  Beech  Street,  and  on  the  line  dividing  the  lands  of  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mary  Jones,  deceased,  from  the  lands  of 
Mary  Graham,  David  Rutter,  the  estate  of  Clifford  Smith, 
deceased,  and  Joanna  Potts,  South-eighty  degrees,  East-two 
hundred  twenty-five  perches  to  a  stake  in  a  line  of  Peter 
Richard’s  land.  South-fifty-eight  degrees,  East-sixty-three 
perches  to  a  post,  and  South-twenty-four  degrees,  West-one 
hundred  eleven  perches  to  a  post,  and  South-twenty-four  de¬ 
grees,  West-one  hundred  eleven  perches,  to  a  post  a  corner 
of  Jacob  Hubbey’s  land;  thence  on  the  line  which  divides 
Jacob  Hubbey’s  land  from  Peter  Richard’s  land,  South-for¬ 
ty-one  degrees  thirty  minutes.  West-eighty-three  perches  to 
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the  river  Schuylkill;  thence  up  the  said  river,  the  several 
courses  thereof,  two  hundred  sixty -eight  perches  to  the  place 
of  beginning  .  . 

Pottstown  was  a  neatly  built,  attractive  town,  spreading 
out  over  two  hundred  sixty-eight  acres.  Being  one  hundred 
fifty  to  two  hundred  fifty  feet  above  sea  level,  it  nestled  be¬ 
tween  the  taller,  neighboring  hills.  The  beautiful,  blue 
Schuylkill  and  the  lovely  Manatawny  Rivers  wound  in  and 
out  among  the  hills  and  through  the  town  in  charmingly 
picturesque  manners. 

Like  a  third  river,  broad  High  Street  ran  through  the 
center  of  the  one-ward  town.  This  street,  bordered  by 
shade  trees  and  many  pleasant  grounds,  was  the  very  center 
of  life  in  this  little  village.  Most  of  the  five  to  six  hundred 
inhabitants  of  Swedish,  English,  German,  Dutch  and  French 
descent  lived  beside  this  avenue,  for  the  majority  of  the 
forty  dwellings  were  located  here.  All  of  these  dwellings 
were  sturdy  and  roomy  because  Pottstown  leaders,  unlike 
some  of  those  of  the  nearby  towns,  had  specified  that  the 
houses  must  be  at  least  twenty  foot  square  and  be  built  of 
either  stone,  brick,  or  log. 

Other  town  edifices  also  stood  close  by.  The  spiritual 
needs  of  the  population  were  filled  by  two  churches — the  old, 
brick  Friends  Meeting  House  at  the  corner  of  King  Street 
and  Hanover  Street  and  The  Old  Brick  Church,  the  home 
of  the  German  congregations,  at  the  corner  of  Hanover 
Street  and  Chestnut  Street.  Other  buildings,  havens  for 
weary  travelers  and  the  logical  places  for  friends  to  meet, 
were  set  up  on  the  community.  Three  of  these  inns,  or  tav¬ 
erns,  were  in  operation  in  1815.  On  the  Old  Manatawny 
Road,  at  the  corner  of  High  and  Manatawny  Streets,  stood 
“The  Red  Lion.”  The  other  two  inns  stood  on  the  corners 
of  High  and  York  Streets,  “The  Swan”  being  on  the  north¬ 
east  corner  and  “The  Rising  Sun”  being  on  the  southeast 
corner.  These  inns  became  the  center  of  local  interest 
where  men  gathered  to  gossip  about  their  neighbors  or  the 
local  newspaper,  The  Pottstown  Times. 

Many  of  the  persons  in  the  town  were  employed  in  the

local  industries.  West  of  Hanover  Street  and  south  of  Race 
Street  stood  the  old  grist  mill,  known  as  Ives’  Mill  or  Gabel’s 
Mill.  There  was  also  a  tannery,  a  weaving  establishment 
and  a  wool-hat  factory. 

The  children  of  Pottstown  learned  their  fundamental 
knowledge  in  a  log  schoolhouse.  Like  other  schools  of  the 
era,  this  was  a  plain  building,  full  of  wooden  benches  for 
the  students  to  sit  on  and  a  big  black  stove  to  heat  the 
buildings.  There  were  few  books  for  books  were  still  ex¬ 
pensive,  and  the  students  learned  mainly  by  rote.  In  the 
winter  the  students  shivered  because  the  stove  could  not 
warm  the  entire  room  very  well. 

The  remainder  of  the  buildings  in  town  were  stores 
and  shops.  One  of  these  was  a  drugstore,  the  proprietor  of 
which  also  practiced  as  a  “doctor.”  This  “doctor,”  in  the 
absence  of  a  real  doctor,  acted  as  midwife  and  prescribed 
patent  medicines.  In  short,  he  was  considered  the  medical 
expert. 


-  POTTSTOWN  -  TODAY  AND  TOMORROW  - 


Today,  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania  is  a  unique  town.  Its 
27,000  inhabitants  enjoy  an  environment  of  suburban  living 
combined  with  the  excitement  and  opportunities  of  a  highly 
industrialized  community.  Since  its  conception  as  a  char-

tered  borough  in  1815,  Pottstown  has  grown  into  a  diversi¬ 
fied  center  of  recreation,  education  and  industry. 

The  key  to  Pottstown’s  success  lies  in  her  vital  location. 
Located  on  the  Schuylkill  River  in  famed  Montgomery 
County,  Pottstown  is  only  38  miles  from  Philadelphia  and 
17  miles  from  Reading,  serving  as  a  link  between  these  two 
great  centers.  Within  150  miles  of  Pottstown  are  located 
some  of  the  greatest  markets  in  the  East  including  New 
York  City,  Baltimore  and  Washington,  D.  C. 

Owing  to  its  unique  position  as  the  hub  of  a  dynamic 
section  of  the  country,  Pottstown  has  been  a  center  of  heavy 
industry  since  1715  when  Thomas  Rutter,  John  Potts  and 
Samuel  Nutt  started  foundries  on  the  banks  of  the  Mana¬ 
tawny  Creek  and  Schuylkill  River.  Since  that  time  industry 
has  been  the  life-blood  of  Pottstown,  and  over  70  major  in¬ 
dustries  employing  about  20,000  workers  have  established 
themselves  in  the  area. 

The  huge  iron  and  steel  industry  in  Pottstown,  now 
centered  around  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company,  dates  back 
to  the  founding  of  the  town.  For  over  a  hundred  years,  the 
foundries  established  by  Potts  and  his  colleagues  roared  in 
Pottstown,  but  it  was  not  until  1863  that  they  were  organ-

ized  into  the  Pottstown  Iron  Company.  This  plant  and  sev¬ 
eral  other  small  companies  functioned  separately  for  many 
years  until  in  1900  the  McClintic-Marshall  Company  of 
Pittsburgh  bought  the  Philadelphia  Bridge  Works  and  sev¬ 
eral  adjoining  factories.  Years  of  expansion  followed,  and 
the  company  acquired  more  and  more  land  on  both  sides  of 
Keim  Street.  In  1931  the  works  and  business  of  the  McClin¬ 
tic-Marshall  Company  was  acquired  by  the  Bethlehem  Steel 
Corporation  of  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  present 
ownership  of  the  massive  steel  complex  began.  Today, 
Pottstown’s  fabricated  steel  construction  division  covers  over 
100  acres  and  employs  1200  men.  From  the  local  shops 
have  come  steel  beams  and  cables  used  all  over  the  United 
States  and  the  world.  Pottstown’s  Bethlehem  Steel  plant 
looks  forward  to  increased  production  after  completion  of  a 
multi-million  dollar  expansion  program. 

Another  industry  that  has  prospered  in  Pottstown  for 
over  a  half  century  is  the  Stanley  G.  Flagg  Co.,  Inc.,  located 
on  West  High  Street.  In  1897  the  Philadelphia  firm  start¬ 
ed  operations  here  and  has  prospered  ever  since.  Pipe  fit¬ 
tings  are  its  sole  product,  and  the  company  is  famous  for 
making  the  world’s  first  malleable  iron  screwed  pipe  fit¬ 
tings.  Now  covering  over  fifty  acres  and  employing  1200 
men,  the  Flagg  Company  continues  to  add  diversity  to  Potts¬ 
town’s  industries. 

The  history  of  the  Mayer  Pollock  Steel  Company  in 
Pottstown  is  one  of  the  miracles  of  the  American  free  en¬ 
terprise  system.  Mayer  Pollock  arrived  in  Pottstown  from 
Russia  in  1883  and  began  peddling  pots,  pans  and  other 
household  goods  door  to  door.  From  this  humble  begin¬ 
ning,  the  ambitious  immigrant  started  a  scrapyard  in  his 
back  yard  and  later  moved  his  business  to  its  present  site 
near  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  on  South  Keim  Street.  The 
one-time  scrapyard  has  now  grown  into  a  giant  complex  of 
operations  which  includes,  besides  scrap  iron  dealing,  the 
fabrication  and  erection  of  steel  buildings  and  bridges;  the 
dismantling  of  industrial  plants,  power  houses,  and  oil  re¬ 
fineries;  and  the  buying  and  selling  of  industrial  equipment. 

The  Dana  Company  in  Pottstown  has  played  a  vital  part 
in  local  output  since  1919.  The  Company,  originally  known 
as  the  Spicer  Manufacturing  Company,  was  started  by  pio¬ 
neer  industrialist,  Clarence  Spicer,  who  revolutionized  the 
automotive  industry  by  developing  the  Spicer  Universal 
Joint  used  today  on  mining,  railroad  and  ship  equipment. 
In  1919  a  Spicer  plant  was  established  in  Pottstown  and 
was  later  changed  to  the  Dana  Corporation  in  1946  when 
Charles  Dana  took  control  of  the  company  from  retiring

Spicer.  The  plant  today,  situated  on  South  Keim  Street  on 
over  100  acres,  employs  900  men  engaged  in  making  all 
types  of  automotive  parts. 

The  Doehler  Die  Casting  Company,  which  began  in  New 
York  City,  created  a  whole  new  metallurgical  field  by  intro¬ 
ducing  aluminum  castings.  In  1925  Pottstown  joined  the 
ranks  of  the  Doehler  Company  with  the  acquisition  of  the 
property  of  the  Light  Manufacturing  Company  on  land  near 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  tracks  east  of  Washington  Street. 
In  1945  this  company  was  consolidated  with  the  W.  B.  Jarvis 
Company  of  Chicago  and  became  the  Doehler- Jarvis  Corpor¬ 
ation.  At  present  1000  employees  are  engaged  in  the  final 
finishing,  polishing,  and  plating  of  castings  and  some  sub- 
assembly  work. 

Since  its  establishment  in  1944,  the  Pottstown  plant  of 
the  Firestone  Tire  and  Rubber  Company,  has  grown  into 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  units  of  the  Company. 
During  its  first  few  years  here,  the  plant  was  geared  to  war¬ 
time  production,  but  with  the  war’s  end,  the  local  plant  be¬ 
gan  the  huge  production  of  rubber  for  tires  and  other 
peace-time  uses.  Since  the  basic  manufacturing  processes 
for  rubber  and  plastics  are  almost  identical,  it  was  a  natural 
step  for  Firestone  to  enter  the  plastics  field.  Over  the 
years,  nearly  200,000,000  pounds  of  plastic  and  rubber 
have  been  produced  in  the  Pottstown  plant.  Today,  on  the 
brink  of  a  new  multi-million  dollar  expansion  project,  the 
Firestone  Tire  and  Rubber  Company’s  3000  employees  look 
forward  to  a  productive  future. 

One  of  the  most  fascinating  of  Pottstown’s  industries  is 
the  Mrs.  Smith’s  Pie  Company  located  in  South  Pottstown. 
This  nationally  known  baking  company,  with  plants  in  sev¬ 
eral  states,  began  as  a  local  home  industry  of  Mrs.  Amanda 
W.  Smith.  From  her  one  kitchen  operation  with  her  son 
Robert  as  the  sole  salesman,  Mrs.  Smith’s  Pie  Company  has 
grown  into  the  world’s  second  largest  pie  bakery.  The  local 
plant  specializes  in  the  production  of  frozen  pies  and  em¬ 
ploys  334  men  and  women. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  industries  of  Potts¬ 
town.  The  whole  picture  of  the  community’s  industrial 
character  is  much  more  varied.  Other  local  companies 
with  more  than  50  employees  include  the  Columbia  Boiler 
Company,  the  Norco  Foundry  and  Specialty  Company;  the 
Pottstown  Machine  Company;  the  Pottstown  Metal  Welding 
Company;  the  Pottstown  Plating  Works,  Inc.;  the  U.  S. 
Axle  Company;  the  Ainsbrooke  Corporation  (underwear); 
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the  Gudebrod  Brothers  Silk  Company;  the  Lincoln  Under¬ 
wear  Mills,  Inc.;  the  Pottstown  Children’s  Wear  Corpora¬ 
tion;  the  Pottstown  Shirt  Company;  the  Rosemont  Dress 
Company;  the  Yocum  Knitting  Company;  Levengood  Dai¬ 
ries;  the  Schulz  Bakery  Company;  the  Berman  Sales  Com¬ 
pany;  the  Honeywell  Company,  Inc.  (process  computer  sys¬ 
tems)  ;  the  Kiwi  Polish  Company;  the  Martin  Marietta  Cor¬ 
poration  (concrete  pipes) ;  the  Pottstown  Mercury;  the  Potts¬ 
town  Paper  Box  Company;  the  Robinson  Clay  Products 
Company;  and  Sanders  and  Thomas,  Inc.  (industrial  and 
construction  engineers). 

Throughout  the  history  of  Pottstown,  many  civic  or¬ 
ganizations  and  fraternal  clubs  have  flourished.  The  his¬ 
tories  and  functions  of  each  of  these  worthy  groups  are  too 
involved  to  mention,  but  all  of  them  concern  themselves  with 
furthering  some  civic  cause  or  brotherhood  among  its  mem¬ 
bers. 

Throughout  its  history,  Pottstown  has  grown  from  a 
small  community  with  one  major  industry  to  a  major  indus¬ 
trial  center  of  the  East.  With  its  economic  growth  has 
come  civic  and  cultural  maturity  and  a  feeling  of  deep  local 

History  Of  Pottstown 

The  Borough  of  Pottstown  was  created  by  an  act  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Assembly  on  February  6,  1815,  the 
second  Borough  to  be  formed  in  Montgomery  County.  Nor¬ 
ristown  was  formed  three  years  earlier.  Town  officers  were 
first  elected  in  April  1815  when  Robert  McClintock  was  the 
first  burgess  and  John  Heister,  Jacob  Lesher,  William  Lesh- 
er,  Jesse  Ives,  Henry  Boyer,  William  Mentzer  and  Thomas 
May,  the  first  members  of  council. 

The  first  recorded  council  meeting  was  held  on  May 
17,  1815  and  six  ordinances  were  passed  controlling  stray 
pigs  and  horses,  carrion  in  the  streets,  dirty  chimneys  and 
the  determination  of  street  boundaries.  From  that  point 
council  was  concerned  with  a  myriad  of  local  problems, 
opening  streets  and  alleys,  controlling  obstructions  on  pub¬ 
lic  pavements,  establishment  of  tax  assessments  and  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  necessary  equipment.  Records  indicate  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  fire  engine  in  1830,  for  example. 

Maps  dated  1828  indicate  that  the  Borough  was  con¬ 
siderably  smaller  in  comparison  with  today’s  5.1  square 
miles.  Manatawny  Creek  was  the  approximate  western 
boundary  from  the  Schuylkill  River  north  to  Beech  Street,

pride.  Pottstonians  are  fortunate  to  live  in  a  “Community 
of  Opportunity”  with  a  proud  past  and  a  bright  future. 

Borough  Government 

Beech  Street  from  Manatawny  Creek  eastwardly  to  Adams 
Street  formed  the  north  boundary  and  Adams  St.  south  to 
the  Schuylkill  River  formed  the  approximate  east  boundary. 
The  Schuylkill  River  was  then  and  remains  today  the  bor¬ 
ough’s  south  boundary.  Increased  land  area  has  been  an¬ 
nexed  from  parts  of  Upper,  Lower  and  West  Pottsgrove 
Township.  This  area  was  originally  part  of  “Pottsgrove” 
a  township  at  one  time  including  Upper,  West  and  Lower 
Pottsgrove  and  parts  of  Douglass  and  New  Hanover  Town¬ 
ships. 

Initially  Pottstown  was  composed  of  one  ward  but  in 
1842  an  Act  of  the  State  Legislature  created  the  East  and 
West  Wards  with  Hanover  Street  the  boundary.  Another 
legislative  act  in  1871  divided  the  East  Ward  at  Franklin 
Street  into  the  East  Ward  and  Middle  Wards.  In  1883,  by 
court  decree,  the  Middle  Ward  was  split  into  two  new  wards; 
the  northern  section  became  the  Second  Ward  and  the 
southern  portion  became  the  Third  Ward.  Three  council- 
men  were  elected  from  each  ward.  In  October  1888  the 
territory  annexed  from  the  surrounding  township  was  the 
base  for  four  new  wards,  the  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth  and 
Ninth.  The  number  of  councilmen  to  be  elected  from  each 
ward  was  reduced  from  three  to  two.  Only  two  months  later 
in  December  1888,  the  East  Ward  was  divided  at  High 
Street;  the  northern  section  became  the  Fifth  Ward  and  the 
southern  part  the  Fourth  Ward.  Council  was  composed  of 
18  members,  two  from  each  ward.  In  1893  the  Tenth  Ward 
was  created  from  a  section  of  the  Eighth.  Property  an¬ 
nexed  to  Pottstown  from  Lower  Pottsgrove  was  added  in 
1930,  1931  and  1942.  Land  from  Upper  and  West  Potts¬ 
grove  was  added  in  1930  and  1962  respectively. 

Borough  Council  continued  to  function  as  the  largest 
municipal  legislative  body  in  the  commonwealth.  Based  on 
the  recommendations  of  a  citizen’s  committee  and  the  re¬ 
sults  of  public  and  court  hearings  in  1958,  a  resolution  was 
passed  approving  the  reduction  in  representatives  from  20 
to  seven  and  at  the  January  1964  re-organization  meeting 
the  goal  was  accomplished. 

The  following  ward  changes  were  made  to  effect  the 
consolidation:  the  Second  and  Fifth  Wards  comprise  the 
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new  First  Ward;  the  West,  Third  and  Fourth  comprise  the 
new  Second  Ward;  the  Ninth  Ward  became  the  new  Third 
Ward;  the  Eighth  Ward  comprises  the  new  Fourth  Ward 
and  the  Tenth  Ward  became  the  new  Fifth  Ward.  The  Sixth 
and  Seventh  Wards  remain  as  previously  designated. 

The  Borough  Council  now  consists  of  seven  representa¬ 
tives,  one  from  each  of  seven  wards  serving  overlapping  four 
year  terms.  The  president  is  elected  by  council. 

The  Mayor  is  elected  at  large  and  serves  a  four  year 
term.  The  Mayor’s  primary  responsibility  is  the  police  de¬ 
partment. 

Council  actions  reflect  attempts  to  change  the  structure 
of  Pottstown’s  local  government  and  its  relationship  to  the 
State  Legislature.  Resolutions  petitioning  the  courts  in  1855 
and  again  in  1857  indicated  the  Council’s  desire  to  function 
under  the  General  Borough  Act  of  1851  passed  by  the  State 
Legislature.  It  was  not  until  February  21,  1921,  however, 
that  Pottstown  became  subject  to  a  General  Borough  Act 
passed  in  1915. 

Council  agreed  in  1895  that  borough  residents  should 
vote  on  the  question  of  a  city  charter.  In  August  1913  a 
special  election  was  held  to  determine  the  question  of  aban¬ 
doning  the  borough  form  of  government  in  favor  of  in¬ 
corporation  as  a  city  of  the  third  class.  The  vote  was  over¬ 
whelmingly  in  favor  of  maintaining  the  borough  form; 
there  were  187  votes  in  favor  of  the  city  charter  and  1753 
votes  against. 

The  interests  of  earlier  day  Pottstownians  were  also 
concerned  with  the  town’s  role  as  the  seat  of  a  county  unit 
separate  from  Montgomery  County  and  bounded  by  lines 
running  from  Morgantown  to  beyond  Boyertown  and  from 
Limerick  to  Birdsboro.  A  petition,  establishing  the  new 
county  with  Pottstown  as  the  county  seat  was  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly  in  1783,  one  year  before  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  Montgomery  County  in  1784.  The  petition  was 
denied  but  in  1798,  another  was  presented.  It  too  was 
denied  and  similar  proposals  in  1805  and  1815  met  with 
disapproval. 

Further  attempts  were  made  after  Pottstown  became  a 
borough.  In  1837  Borough  Council  passed  an  ordinance 
assessing  property  and  single  persons  over  21  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  constructing  a  county  courthouse  for  $10,000  sub¬ 
ject  to  successful  formation  of  the  new  county  with  Potts¬ 
town  as  the  county  seat.  Attempts  to  form  the  new  govern¬ 
mental  unit  ceased  in  1874  when  a  new  state  constitution 
incorporated  legislation  severely  reducing  the  possibility  of 
forming  new  counties.

Administration  of  the  borough  government,  for  many 
years,  was  the  responsibility  of  committee  chairmen  re¬ 
sponsible  for  specific  functions,  with  the  exception  of  police. 
The  increasing  demand  for  local  public  services  and  corre¬ 
sponding  growth  in  the  complexity  of  daily  administration 
resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  office  of  borough  manager  in 
November  1944.  Under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  the 
borough  manager  must  be  a  registered  engineer  or  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  a  college  or  university  with  a  major  in  borough 
management  or  municipal  affairs.  He  is  responsible  for 
administration  of  the  borough’s  finances,  including  the  an¬ 
nual  budget,  purchasing,  contractual  obligations  and  the 
hiring  and  firing  of  all  municipal  employees  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  policemen. 

Library 

The  Pottstown  Library  was  formed  in  1810,  five  years 
prior  to  municipal  incorporation.  Three  of  the  original 
members  who  subscribed  to  the  Company’s  paid  member¬ 
ship  later  became  part  of  the  borough  council,  Jesse  Ives, 
William  Mintzer  and  Robert  McClintock.  Another  library 
was  formed  in  1845  which  gradually  assumed  the  original 
Company’s  responsibilities.  The  original  library  was  dis¬ 
solved  in  1850.  Ten  years  later,  in  1860,  the  second  com¬ 
pany  was  disbanded  and  the  books  apparently  became  part 
of  the  public  school  library. 

In  1920  a  new  library  was  established  at  the  Cassel¬ 
berry  home  at  415  High  Street  primarily  through  the  effort 
of  the  Century  Club  which  contributed  over  one-third  of  the 
$18,000  required  to  purchase  the  building  and  ground.  It 
was  opened  in  August  1922. 

An  acute  financial  crisis  was  overcome  six  years  later 
with  the  help,  again,  of  a  public  spirited  citizenry.  Con¬ 
tributions  from  the  Community  Chest,  borough  council  and 
the  school  board  were  instrumental  in  maintaining  its  finan¬ 
cial  stability  over  the  next  24  years.  In  the  early  1950’s, 
however,  the  directors  recognized  the  need  for  more  space 
and  better  facilities  to  accommodate  the  growing  demand 
for  books  and  knowledge.  In  1961  a  public  spirited  citi¬ 
zen’s  committee  raised  $55,000  to  renovate  the  old  post 
office  building  at  High  and  Washington  Streets.  In  Septem¬ 
ber  1963  the  new  library  was  opened.  The  same  year  the 
library  function  was  transferred  from  the  school  district 
to  the  municipal  borough  council  which  currently  provides 
over  70  per  cent  of  the  money  for  operation  and  mainten¬ 
ance,  not  including  expenditures  for  books.  A  professional 
librarian  has  been  employed  since  1961  to  administer  a  li- 
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brary  which  circulated  128,689  books  in  1964  and  con¬ 
tained  33,096  volumes  as  of  April  1965. 

When  the  first  library  was  opened  in  August  1922, 
Amelia  P.  Pickett  served  as  librarian.  After  Miss  Pickett, 
the  board  of  directors  served  from  September  to  December 
1923  and  from  December  1923  to  December  1929  Miss  Mary 
E.  Reuther  served  as  librarian.  When  Miss  Reuther  left, 
Miss  Freda  E.  Gloss  served  as  assistant  librarian  from  1929 
to  1932  and  as  librarian  from,  1932  to  September  1961. 
Harold  Jenkins  served  from  September  1961  to  June  1963 
and  George  A.  Yashur  from  June  1963  to  September  15, 
1963.  Miss  Frances  A.  Bold,  the  present  librarian,  started 
work  on  March  15,  1964. 

Fire  Companies 

Although  records  indicate  borough  council  invested  in 
a  fire  engine  around  1830  the  first  volunteer  fire  company, 
Philadelphia  Steam  Fire  Engine  Co.  No.  1,  was  not  formed 
until  January  3,  1871.  The  circumstances  surrounding  the 
formation  of  the  volunteer  fire  companies  included  a  num¬ 
ber  of  serious  conflagrations,  and  the  availability  of  an  im¬ 
proved  water  supply  under  the  new  Water  Works  estab¬ 
lished  in  1869. 

The  Good  Will  Fire  Company  was  incorporated  in 
October  1870  and  formed  on  January  6,  1871,  three  days 
after  the  Phillies.  Within  another  six  years  another  com¬ 
pany,  the  Empire  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  1  was 
formed  on  July  17,  1876.  Incorporation  followed  in  No¬ 
vember  of  the  same  year.  An  ordinance  passed  on  May 
1,  1906  indicated  that  the  Borough’s  fire  companies  would 
constitute  the  fire  department  of  Pottstown  Borough.  It 
was  not  until  74  years  later  in  February,  1960  that  another 
company  was  established.  At  that  time  the  North  End 
Fire  Company  was  formed  thus  rounding  out  the  volun¬ 
teers  as  they  stand  today. 

The  years  have  changed  fire  fighting  and  nothing  more 
emphatically  illustrates  this  point  than  the  evolution  in  fire 
equipment.  Pottstown’s  first  fire  fighters  were  equipped 
only  with  buckets.  This  method  was  followed  by  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  “Pilot,”  a  device  pumped  by  hand  and  which 
continued  to  spray  water  as  long  as  the  barrel  was  full. 
Steam  engines  followed  in  the  early  1870’s  when  the  bor¬ 
ough’s  first  three  companies  were  founded.  All  equipment 
was  pulled  or  pushed  by  hand  or  horse  from  the  fire  house 
to  the  scene  of  the  fire.  Today  the  volunteers  are  equipped 
with  powerful  motorized  trucks  which  pump  up  to  1,000 
gallons  of  water  per  minute.

In  October  1963  the  borough  council  adopted  a  na¬ 
tionally  approved  fire  code  prescribing  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  conditions  hazardous  to  life  and  property.  That  same 
year  the  borough’s  first  full-time  fire  chief  was  appointed 
to  enforce  the  ordinances’  provisions  and  assist  in  inspection 
and  code  enforcement  work. 

Recreation  Commission 

The  borough’s  first  recreation  commission  was  formed 
in  1939  under  appointments  made  by  Burgess  Jesse  R. 
Evans.  The  recession  following  the  depression  and  the 
lack  of  funds  and  manpower  during  the  war  years  failed 
to  interfere  with  a  daily  summer  program  of  recreation  for 
all  age  levels. 

A  full-time  director  was  hired  shortly  before  the  war 
but  was  called  into  service  and  the  job  was  filled  by  summer 
employees  and  members  of  the  recreation  commission.  After 
the  war,  Frances  Dannon  was  employed  as  recreation  di¬ 
rector  and  in  1951  the  commission’s  budget  was  $32,283. 

In  1963  the  recreation  commission  was  dissolved  and 
the  functions  transferred  from  the  borough  to  the  school 
district.  Previously,  financial  support  for  the  recreation 
function  was  a  joint  borough-school  district  project.  Edward 
Y.  Good  is  currently  the  full-time  director  of  recreation, 
physical  education  and  coordinator  of  athletics,  for  the 
school  district.  In  1964-1965  the  school  district’s  budget 
is  $68,850  for  recreation,  representing  a  substantial  pro¬ 
gram  of  professionally  directed  activity  for  all  age  levels, 
twelve  months  of  the  year. 

Civil  Defense 

Pottstown’s  first  civil  defense  group  consisting  of  21 
council  members  was  formed  in  May  1941,  seven  months 
before  Pearl  Harbor.  The  council  performed  admirably 
during  World  War  II  with  over  1037  volunteers,  each  re¬ 
sponsible  for  a  segment  of  the  duties  required  in  case  of 
attack.  Air  raid  drills  and  blackouts  were  held  and  volun¬ 
teers  were  trained  in  first  aid,  demolition  and  fire  defense. 
Mr.  George  D.  Robins  served  as  executive  director  during 
the  war  years  until  the  appointment  of  Edward  T.  Sweeney, 
local  oil  dealer,  in  1947.  Richard  H.  Thompson  succeeded 
Mr.  Sweeney  in  1950. 

Civil  Defense  assumed  a  minor  role  after  World  War  II 
but  testing  continued  on  the  role  of  civil  defense  in  protection 
against  the  atom  bomb  and  its  highly  contaminable  radio¬ 
active  fallout.  The  federal  government  also  continued  work

on  blast  damage  to  various  types  and  designs  of  building 
structures  and  plans  for  mass  evacuation  of  the  nation’s 
heavily  populated  areas  in  time  of  attack.  National  atten¬ 
tion  on  the  Cuban  missile  crisis  in  October  1962  gave  re¬ 
newed  vigor  to  local  civil  defense  activities  particularly  in 
public  education  concerning  fall-out  shelter  protection.  Some 
home  owners  constructed  elaborate  bomb  shelters  and  many 
converted  a  cellar  corner  into  a  fall-out  shelter.  Pottstown’s 
civil  defense  organization  remains  one  of  the  most  active  in 
Montgomery  County;  over  20  public  buildings  have  been 
designated  as  public  fall-out  shelters  signifying  their  capa¬ 
bility  to  resist  fall-out  particles.  Since  1963,  the  borough 
has  continued  with  a  program  of  stocking  the  public  shelters 
with  specially  treated  food  and  water  provisions.  The  bor¬ 
ough  also  maintains  13  radiological  monitoring  fall-out  sta¬ 
tions. 

F.  William  Heilman,  who  is  associated  with  a  local 
consulting  engineering  firm,  succeeded  Richard  J.  Thomp¬ 
son  and  currently  serves  as  civil  defense  director. 

Urban  Renewal 

Federal  enabling  legislation  for  urban  renewal  was 
passed  on  July  1949.  Originally  designed  to  improve  poor 
housing  conditions,  the  1949  Housing  Act  has  served  as  the 
base  for  a  program  of  urban  renewal  and  redevelopment 
playing  a  major  role  in  the  rehabilitation  of  over  801  cities 
and  towns  throughout  the  United  States. 

In  March,  1961  the  Pottstown  Planning  Commission 
certified  to  the  blighted  condition  of  Water  Street  “A”,  a 
project  area  bounded  by  Water,  Franklin  and  Washington 
Streets  and  Carr  Alley.  This  action  marked  the  first  official 
step  in  the  borough’s  participation  in  urban  renewal  a  co¬ 
operative  effort  of  slum  clearance  and  improvement  involv¬ 
ing  the  County  of  Montgomery,  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  United  States  Government  and  the  Borough  of  Potts¬ 
town. 

In  August  and  October  of  1961  the  borough  council 
passed  resolutions  enabling  the  Montgomery  County  Re¬ 
development  Authority  to  prepare  and  submit  development 
plans  and  estimated  costs  to  the  federal  government’s  re¬ 
view  agency,  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency.  Ap¬ 
provals  were  secured  and  a  public  hearing  was  held  at  the 
Central  Junior  High  School  on  September  5,  1963.  One 
month  later  borough  council  passed  legislation  enabling 
the  county  authority  to  apply  for  land  acquisition  funds 
and  property  purchases  began  in  Summer  1964.  Property 
acquisition  continues  in  1965. 
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The  Water  St.  “A”  project  is  a  land  clearance  project 
which  eventually  will  provide  the  land  for  industrial  develop¬ 
ment  through  expansion  of  the  Pottstown  Plating  Company 
presently  located  to  the  north  of  the  project  area.  Project 
public  improvements  include  the  reconstruction  of  Water 
Street  and  the  installation  of  water  lines  designed  to  serve 
industrial  needs.  Project  costs  to  the  three  contributing 
levels  of  government  are  divided  on  a  percentage  basis; 
the  federal  government’s  share  is  75  per  cent  or  $227,000 
and  the  remaining  25  per  cent  is  divided  equally  between 
the  commonwealth  and  the  borough. 

A  second  project,  known  as  Hanover  Street  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Project,  was  started  in  1963.  A  downtown  commer¬ 
cial  section  bounded  approximately  by  Queen,  Hanover, 
South,  Water,  York  Sts.  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  was 
certified  as  blighted  on  Nov.  20,  1963  but  the  project  areas 
was  extended  in  Oct.  1964  to  include  the  building  and 
ground  north  of  the  Reading  Railroad  to  High  St.  between 
York  and  S.  Hanover  Street. 

A  third  project,  Water  Street  “B”  located  approximate¬ 
ly  300  feet  east  of  Water  St.  “A”  received  planning  com¬ 
mission  certification  in  June  1961  and  preliminary  surveys 
were  submitted  to  the  federal  government  in  February,  1965. 
The  project  area  includes  approximately  5  acres  of  sub¬ 
standard  structures. 

Water  and  Sewer  Utilities 

Water  supply  to  Pottstown  area  residents  covers  a  span 
of  over  100  years. 

The  original  Pottstown  Gas  and  Water  Company  was 
chartered  in  1864  and  its  first  water  facility  was  a  pumping 
station  located  at  Washington  and  Laurel  Streets  on  the 
present  site  of  the  Pottstown  Plating  Company.  Water  was 
pumped  directly  from  the  Schuylkill  River  through  a  10 
inch  line  to  the  site  of  the  existing  Washington  Hill  Reser¬ 
voir.  At  that  time,  the  earth-walled  reservoir  held  2  million 
gallons  of  water.  The  10  inch  line  running  from  the  orig¬ 
inal  pumping  station  to  Washington  Hill  remains  in  service 
and  was  cement-lined  in  1964  as  part  of  the  overall  water 
system  improvement  project. 

In  1885  the  pumping  facilities  were  moved  to  their 
present  location  on  the  old  Yergey  property  along  Old 
Reading  Pike  in  Stowe.  In  1889  the  Berks  Street  reservoir 
was  constructed  with  10  foot  walls  and  a  capacity  of  4 
million  gallons.  One  year  later  6  rapid-sand  filter  beds 
were  constructed.  In  1912  water  chlorination  was  started 
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and  two  filters  added.  In  1933  the  storage  capacity  of  the 
Berks  St.  reservoir  was  doubled  to  8  million  gallons  by 
raising  the  reservoir  walls  10  feet. 

Cameron  electric  pumps,  which  remain  in  operation 
to  date,  replaced  the  steam  pumps  in  1922.  The  last  im¬ 
provements  to  the  existing  treatment  facility  were  construct¬ 
ed  in  1933,  when  a  chemical  feed  machine,  flocculators  and 
sedimentation  basins  were  added.  In  1947  the  borough 
purchased  the  Pottstown  Gas  arid  Water  Company  for  $1,- 
325,000  and  the  water  utility  became  a  municipal  operation 
and  administrative  work  was  transferred  to  Borough  Hall 
where  an  extension  was  constructed  to  the  building’s  north¬ 
west  corner.  Prior  to  the  borough’s  purchase,  customers 
paid  water  bills  in  an  office  located  on  the  400  block  of 
High  Street.  Additional  water  storage  capacity  was  created 
in  1951  with  erection  of  the  500,000  gallon  booster  station 
and  storage  tank  on  Jackson  Street. 

Engineering  studies  accepted  by  borough  council  in  1962 
indicated  that  plant  obsolescence  and  inadequate  capacity 
to  meet  future  population  demands  would  require  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  plant  and  improvements  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion  system.  The  report  recommended  the  construction  of 
a  modern  rapid  sand  filtration  and  softening  plant  with 
a  12  million  gallon  per  day  pumping  capacity,  additional 
transmission  mains  and  trunk  lines,  two  500,000  storage 
tanks  in  the  North  End  of  Pottstown  and  North  Coventry 
Township,  the  replacement  of  all  4”  and  6”  mains  over  60 
years  of  age,  covering  of  Stowe  reservoir  and  extension  of 
the  zoned  pressure  system.  The  estimated  cost  of  construc¬ 
tion  was  $5.8  million.  Project  financing  was  assigned  to 
the  Pottstown  Borough  Water  Authority  which  was  incorp¬ 
orated  in  January  1951. 

In  June  1963  construction  work  was  started  on  re¬ 
placement  and  cement  lining  of  over  24  miles  of  water 
mains.  Cement  lining  was  completed  in  February  1964. 
Construction  of  the  new  $3.5  million  water  plant  to  be  lo¬ 
cated  just  west  of  the  existing  facility  was  started  in  June, 
1964  and  completion  is  expected  by  the  Fall  of  1965. 

Sewer 

Before  the  construction  of  primary  sewage  treatment 
facilities  in  1931,  the  borough’s  natural  streams  and  water 
courses,  such  as  Hubley’s  Run  and  Sproegel’s  Run,  carried 
sewage  to  the  Schuylkill  River.  Interest  in  a  sewage  facility 
was  evident  even  in  1913  when  Borough  Council  passed  a 
resolution  authorizing  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  pres¬ 
ently  the  site  of  treatment  facilities.  The  Moser  Road 
treatment  plant  which  continues  in  operation  today  on  a  13 
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acre  tract  originally  consisted  of  primary  settling  tanks, 
two  digestors  and  included  chlorine  gas  to  treat  effluent  be¬ 
fore  final  pumping  to  the  Schuylkill  River. 

Secondary  treatment  facilities  were  constructed  in  1951 
when  the  State  Department  of  Health  initiated  more  regula¬ 
tions  on  the  quality  of  effluent  to  be  emptied  into  the  Schuyl¬ 
kill.  The  improvements  included  a  digestor,  and  activated 
sludge  tanks.  The  Pottstown  Borough  Authority  was  in¬ 
corporated  the  same  year  to  finance  the  project  improve¬ 
ments. 

Pottstoivn  Borough  Authority 

The  Pottstown  Borough  Sewer  Authority  was  formed 
by  the  borough  council  in  December  1950  under  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Authorities  Act  of  1945.  The  first  Municipal  Author¬ 
ity  Board  was  composed  of  Elmer  E.  Saylor,  William  H. 
McCabe,  Allen  K.  Davidheiser,  Willis  C.  Henricks  and  H. 
Elmer  Fegley.  With  the  exception  of  Mr.  Davidheiser,  the 
Board  membership  has  not  altered  to  date.  Incorporation 
followed  13  months  later. 

On  October  24,  1960  the  Pottstown  Borough  Parking 
Authority  was  formed  to  acquire,  hold,  construct,  improve, 
maintain,  own  or  lease  land  for  the  parking  of  vehicles.  The 
first  two  parking  projects  were  located  on  South  Hanover 
St.  on  Reading  Company  and  Eastern  Real  Estate  Company 
property  and  east  of  Evans  Street  between  King  and  High 
Streets. 

In  1963  the  Authority  sold  $5,500,000  in  revenue  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  water  improvement  pro¬ 
gram.  The  bonds  will  pay  for  improvements  which  include 
a  $3.5  million  water  treatment  plant,  cement  lining,  cleaning 
and  replacement  of  24  miles  of  water  mains. 

Police 

The  borough’s  earliest  records  indicate  that  policemen 
were  appointed  by  the  burgess  to  serve  an  area  circum¬ 
scribed  by  ward  boundaries.  As  annexation  increased  land 
area  and  new  boundary  lines  were  created,  additional  men 
were  appointed. 

The  borough  was  also  served  by  a  high  constable  whose 
duties  included  care  of  the  Council  Chambers,  and  lock-up, 
cleaning  the  building,  feeding  and  care  of  prisoners,  in¬ 
spection  of  all  streets  and  alleys  once  a  month  and  enforce¬ 
ment  of  all  local  ordinances.  The  high  constable's  compen¬ 
sation  was  $100  per  year. 

In  February  1883,  Burgess  William  P.  Bach  appointed  a 
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police  committee  consisting  of  three  men.  Shortly  there¬ 
after  on  October  8,  1886,  Burgess  W.  S.  Royer  announced 
the  appointment  of  Rufus  Swinehart  as  Chief  of  Police.  Mr. 
Swinehart  served  in  the  dual  capacity  of  High  Constable 
and  Police  Chief.  The  Burgess  was  authorized  by  Borough 
Council  on  May  3,  1887  to  employ  four  regular  policemen 
besides  the  Chief.  The  chief  received  $45  per  month  and 
patrolmen  $40.  A  policeman’s  hours  were  from  12  o’clock 
noon  to  12  midnight.  Police  protection  during  the  daylight 
hours  was  not  continued,  however.  One  month  after  the 
burgess’s  authorization,  the  hours  for  a  policeman  were  from 
6  p.m.  to  4  a.m.  from  April  1st  to  October  1st  every  day 
except  Saturday  when  a  police  officer  worked  from  3  p.m. 
to  4  a.m. 

The  Pol  ice  Civil  Service  Commission  was  formed  in  De¬ 
cember  1941  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  testing  and 
evaluating  applicants  for  the  Pottstown  Police  Department. 
Mr.  Herbert  S.  Meyers  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mission  and  serves  in  that  capacity  to  present  date.  The 
first  man  appointed  to  the  police  department  under  Civil 
Service,  Thomas  A.  Lawler  is  now  a  captain. 

From  the  first  duly  reorganized  four  man  force  the  de¬ 
partment  has  increased  with  population  growth.  In  1942 
Police  Department  manpower  was  established  at  15  officers 
and  men.  Today  the  police  department  is  composed  of  33 
trained  officers  and  men. 

Planning  and  Land  Use  Control 

The  Pottstown  Borough  Planning  Commission  was  cre¬ 
ated  on  January  5,  1942  to  advise  the  borough  council  witK 
respect  to  the  orderly  and  efficient  development  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  commission  has  engaged  in  a  variety  of  stud¬ 
ies  aimed  at  identifying  basic  community  goals,  objectives 
and  of  their  translation  into  policies  and  plans.  The  plan¬ 
ning  commission’s  major  problem  areas  concern  questions 
of  land  use,  transportation  community  facilities,  services 
and  housing  and  with  related  areas  of  zoning  and  subdivi¬ 
sion  control,  capital  improvements  programming  and  urban 
renewal  planning  and  programming. 

The  zoning  and  subdivision  ordinance  and  building  reg¬ 
ulations  represent  administrative  controls  for  maintaining 
land  use  standards  determined  by  the  borough  council.  In 
September  1959  a  Comprehensive  Land  Use  Plan  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  planning  commission  and  the  Fels  Institute  of 
Local  and  State  Government,  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  first  zoning  ordinance  regulating  the  height  and 
size  of  building,  percentage  of  lot  that  may  be  occupied, 
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yard  sizes  and  density  of  population  was  passed  on  August 
7,  1945.  The  same  ordinance  also  provided  for  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  board  of  adjustment.  Major  revisions  were 
adopted  on  September  13,  1954  and  again  on  June  11,  1963. 

The  subdivision  ordinance  was  passed  on  March  9, 
1959  to  control  the  division  of  land  into  smaller  tracts  and 
the  construction  of  multiple  dwelling  units  or  shopping 
centers. 

Building  regulations,  according  to  early  records,  were 
the  earliest  form  of  land  use  control.  The  borough’s  first 
code  controlling  building  construction  standards  was  passed 
on  February  6,  1923.  Ordinances  passed  in  1957  and  1963 
represent  the  adoption  of  model  codes  which  brought  the 
borough  in  conformance  with  nationally  recognized  stand¬ 
ards  of  building  construction. 

Municipal  Bond  Issues 

The  first  indication  of  credit  financing  appears  in  a  1899 
resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of 
$30,000  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  bonds  authorized  in 
1866.  Another  bond  issue  was  authorized  in  1876  for 
$1300.  By  comparison,  the  Borough’s  latest  bond  issue  sold 
in  1963  to  finance  water  system  improvements  amounted 
to  $5,500,000. 

Another  significant  bond  issue  in  1923  for  $200,000 
financed  the  installation  of  sanitary  sewers  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  sewage  disposal  plant  on  Moser  Road.  A 
secondary  treatment  facility  was  added  to  the  original  plant 
on  Moser  Road.  The  next  year,  1924,  the  Borough’s  bond¬ 
ed  indebtedness  was  increased  by  $80,000  to  finance  the 
construction  of  a  new  Borough  Hall.  The  new  building  was 
dedicated  1924  and  stands  today  at  King  and  Penn  Streets. 
Interior  and  minor  exterior  alterations  have  changed  the 
building  from  its  original  form  but  it  is  essentially  the 
same  as  first  designed  and  constructed. 

Thirteen  years  later  in  1937  bond  issue  partially  fi¬ 
nanced  the  installation  of  a  police  and  fire  call  system. 

In  1947,  the  Borough  Council  authorized  Council  Pres¬ 
ident  C.  Roy  Bush  and  Borough  Manager  Dow  I.  Sears  to 
prepare  papers  required  for  the  largest  single  bond  issue  in 
Borough  history  at  that  time.  A  maximum  obligation  of 
$1,500,000  was  endorsed  to  acquire  the  property  and  assets 
of  the  Pottstown  Gas  and  Water  Company.  This  action  was 
the  culmination  of  movements  made  in  1936  and  1945  to 
purchase  the  company. 
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In  1963  a  $5,500,000  bond  issue  was  sold  to  finance 
improvements  to  the  borough’s  water  treatment  and  dis¬ 


tribution  system.  It  represents  the  highest  bond  issue  in 
borough  history. 


-  HISTORY  OF  RELIGION  IN  POTTSTOWN  - 


The  history  of  religious  life  in  Pottstown  has  been  one 
of  continual  expansion  and  improvement.  This  is  readily 
evident,  not  only  by  the  large  number  of  churches  that  we 
have,  but  also  by  the  atmosphere  of  friendly  cooperation 
and  tolerance  which  has  always  existed  here.  Since  this 
atmosphere  cannot  be  recorded,  it  is  necessary  to  relate  the 
strength  of  religion  in  Pottstown  in  another  way.  Perhaps 
the  best  proof  of  our  interest  in  religious  activity  is  the 
fact  that  in  over  two  hundred  years  there  is  only  one  church 
that  once  existed  that  does  not  exist  today  and  that  is  the 
Friends  Meeting  House. 

The  Meeting  House,  located  on  King  Street  between 
Hanover  and  Penn  Streets,  was  the  first  house  of  worship  in 
Pottstown.  Since  the  number  of  Quakers  was  always  small, 
there  was  no  regular  minister.  Rather,  meetings  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  ministers  from  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere.  The 
original  brick  building  was  torn  down  in  1875  and  replaced 
by  a  wooden  structure. 

The  Old  Brick  Church  at  Hanover  and  Chestnut  Streets 
has  had  a  tremendous  influence  upon  the  religious  history 
of  Pottstown.  Eleven  Protestant  churches  in  Pottstown  can 
trace  their  origins  to  it.  Although  several  small  groups  of 
Episcopalians  and  Catholics  have  worshiped  there,  most 
of  the  congregations  using  the  church  have  been  either  Luth¬ 
eran  or  Reformed. 

The  two  original  congregations  were  German  Lutheran 
and  Reformed.  They  both  used  the  church  jointly  in  a 
day  of  sharp  denominational  differences.  In  1834,  the 
English  Lutheran  Congregation  was  formed,  and  in  1848 
the  English  Reformed  Congregation  was  formed.  Each  of 
these  congregations  had  its  own  pastor  and  used  the  same 
building. 

One  by  one  the  congregations  left  the  Old  Brick  Church 
and  built  churches  of  their  own.  In  1861  the  English  Luth¬ 
eran  congregation  moved  to  the  English  Lutheran  Church 
of  Transfiguration.  Six  years  later  the  German  and  English 
Reformed  merged  to  form  the  Trinity  Reformed  Church.  A 
group  remained  at  the  Old  Brick  Church  and  in  1869 
formed  a  new  congregation.  They  changed  the  name  of 
the  church  to  Zion’s  Reformed  Church.  After  the  Trinity 
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Reformed  Church  was  built  there  were  only  two  congrega¬ 
tions  left.  The  German  language  congregation  formed  the 
German  and  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Emmanuel’s 
Church.  They  stayed  with  Zion’s  until  1872  when  Emman¬ 
uel  moved. 

Today  on  Hanover  between  King  and  Walnut  there  are 
four  congregations  which  originate  from  the  Old  Brick 
Church:  Zion’s  Reformed  Church  at  Hanover  and  Chestnut 
Streets;  the  Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church  at  Hanover  and 
Walnut,  the  largest  Protestant  church  in  Pottstown;  the 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  Transfiguration  at  Hanover  and 
Chestnut;  and  the  Trinity  Reformed  Church  at  Hanover  and 
King. 

A  story  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Pottstown  must  be¬ 
gin  with  a  discussion  of  St.  Gabriel’s  in  Douglassville.  This 
church  and  the  Old  Brick  Church  were  used  by  area  resi¬ 
dents  before  the  Christ  Episcopal  Church  was  built  in  1833 
on  Hanover  Street  and  the  Reading  Railroad.  In  1846  a 
new  church  was  erected  on  High  Street. 

Since  there  were  few  Presbyterians  among  the  early 
settlers,  they  did  not  organize  until  the  middle  of  the  19th 
century.  In  1847  they  began  to  hold  meetings  in  the  Meth¬ 
odist  church,  and  a  year  later  they  purchased  land  at  High 
and  Evans.  They  built  a  church  there  in  1889  and  wor¬ 
shiped  there  until  recently  when  a  new  church  was  erected 
on  North  Evans  Street. 

The  Methodist  Church  in  Pottstown  traces  its  origin  to 
local  preachers  who  began  to  hold  religious  meetings  in 
Pottstown  in  the  building  where  the  present  Central  Junior 
High  School  stands.  The  present  building  on  High  Street 
near  Franklin  was  built  from  1869  to  1871.  Searles  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  was  dedicated  in  1911  at  Hanover  and  Beech 
Streets. 

The  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1858  at  Charlotte 
and  King  Streets.  Baptists  have  continued  to  worship  there 
until  the  present  day.  The  original  Baptist  Meeting  House 
was  torn  down  in  1910  and  a  year  later  the  First  Baptist 
Church  was  dedicated.  In  1897  some  of  the  members  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  organized  the  Second  Baptist 


Church  on  Hale  Street  between  May  and  West  Streets. 

When  the  diocese  of  Philadelphia  was  organized  in 
1808,  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  nearest  Pottstown  was 
located  in  Bally.  Some  of  the  Catholics  in  this  area  traveled 
thirteen  miles  to  the  church  in  Bally.  Others  chose  to  at¬ 
tend  the  Reformed  services  in  the  Old  Brick  Church.  Later, 
when  a  church  was  erected  in  Douglassville,  most  of  the 
Pottstown  Catholics  worshipped  there.  St.  Aloysius,  the  first 
Catholic  Church  in  Pottstown,  was  dedicated  in  1856.  The 
present  church  was  built  in  1891  on  the  same  site,  Hanover 
and  Beech.  The  influx  of  immigrants  of  Polish  and  Slavic 
origin  created  a  need  for  more  Roman  Catholic  churches. 
In  1901  Holy  Trinity  Church  (Slavic)  was  built  on  Cherry 
Street  and  in  1912  the  congregation  moved  to  a  new  build¬ 
ing  on  South  Street  near  Franklin.  St.  Peter’s  Polish  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  was  organized  in  1924  and  in  a  year  a  church 
was  built  on  South  Street  between  Price  and  Rohland.  St. 
John’s  the  Baptist  Byzantine  Catholic  Church  on  Cherry 
Street  is  noted  for  its  unusual  domes. 

For  many  years  the  Catholic  residents  of  Stowe  held 
mass  in  private  homes.  In  1931  St.  Gabriel’s  Church  was 
completed.  St.  Michael’s  Ukranian  Catholic  Church  in 
Stowe  was  organized  in  1925  and  the  church  was  dedicated 
eleven  years  later. 

The  number  of  members  of  the  Russian  Orthodox  faith 
has  never  been  too  great.  In  1928  they  formed  a  congre¬ 
gation  and  built  a  church  at  Lincoln  Avenue  and  Hale 
Street.  This  church,  the  Holy  Trinity  Russian  Eastern 
Orthodox  Catholic  Church  is  still  used  today  by  area  resi¬ 
dents. 

The  first  Jewish  settlers  arrived  in  1859  and  they 
erected  a  synagogue  on  Hale  Street  in  1889.  In  1925  Con¬ 
gregation  Mercy  and  Truth  moved  to  High  and  Warren 
Streets.  A  new  modern  synagogue  was  recently  built  and 
the  congregation  moved  to  the  new  house  of  worship  on 
Keim  Street  in  1962. 

Besides  the  many  large  denominations  established  early 
in  our  history,  a  number  of  churches  have  arisen  since 
1870.  These  churches  include  the  Salem  Evangelical  United 
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Brethren  Church  located  at  West  and  Evans  Streets,  the 
Bethel  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  on  Lincoln  Ave¬ 
nue,  and  Trinity  Evangelical  Congregational  Church  at 
Franklin  and  Walnut  Streets.  There  are,  of  course,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  churches  and  religious  groups  which  have 
arisen  in  more  modern  times. 

The  Sesquicentennial  celebration  of  the  organization 
of  Pottstown  as  a  borough  also  marks  the  150th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  first  Sunday  School  in  Montgomery 
County.  Although  the  school  was  established  by  an  Episco¬ 
palian  minister,  the  instruction  did  not  follow  strictly  sec¬ 
tarian  lines.  It  was  located  on  the  west  side  of  Hanover 
Street  near  the  present  site  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
tracks. 

Pottstown,  as  we  can  see,  is  a  city  of  churches  with  a 
total  of  about  50  churches  in  the  borough.  For  150  years 
and  longer  the  thriving  religious  life  in  Pottstown  has  af¬ 
fected  the  political,  social  and  cultural  life  of  our  citizens, 
and  it  will  continue  to  play  a  vital  role  in  our  community’s 
future. 


-  POTTSTOWN’S  MILITARY  HISTORY  * 


Pottstown  has  always  played  an  integral  part  in  Amer¬ 
ica’s  war  efforts.  Even  as  far  back  as  the  Revolution,  our 
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hometown  supported  local  patriots.  On  September  11,  1777, 
George  Washington’s  army  was  defeated  at  the  Battle  of 
Brandywine.  Soon  afterwards  the  general  set  up  head¬ 
quarters  with  Colonel  Thomas  Potts  in  Pottsgrove  Manor. 
From  September  21  to  25,  the  troops  camped  along  higher 
ground  North  of  the  Schuylkill  River  below  the  Manatawny. 
A  volume  entitled  THE  WRITINGS  AND  DISPATCHES 
OF  WASHINGTON  discloses  many  orders  and  letters  signed 
by  the  general  for  each  of  the  five  days  named.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  26  Washington  and  his  men  headed  toward  Valley 
Forge,  but  the  first  father  of  America,  his  staff  of  officers 
and  his  wife  Martha  returned  for  a  visit  that  lasted  into 
the  new  year. 

Other  members  of  the  Potts  family  besides  Colonel 
Thomas  Potts  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia  played  significant 
roles  in  the  Revolution.  Jonathan  Potts  became  Director- 
General  of  Hospitals  for  the  American  Army  and,  thus,  was 
a  member  of  Washington’s  staff.  Isaac,  David  and  Joseph 
Potts  were  interested  in  Valley  Forge  and  the  land  below  the 
Schuylkill.  It  was  they  who  persuaded  the  founding  father 
to  establish  his  camp  there. 
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After  the  colonies  gained  their  freedom,  Pottstown 
troops  remained  inactive  until  the  Civil  War  began.  Im¬ 
mediately  following  the  surrender  of  Fort  Sumter  on  April 
13,  1861,  President  Lincoln  called  for  75,000  volunteers  for 
three  months;  and  500  Pottstonians  responded.  A  com¬ 
pany  was  formed  here  as  part  of  a  regiment  commanded  by 
Col.  John  C.  Hartranft  of  Norristown.  Instituted  April  20, 
1861,  the  forces  were  directed  By  Capt.  John  R.  Brooke, 
1st  Lt.  William  S.  Hobart  and  2nd  Lt.  Joseph  Umstead. 

The  men  formed  a  section  of  General  Irvin  McDowell’s 
army  which  marched  on  Richmond.  Prior  to  the  battle  of 
Bull  Run,  the  regiment’s  term  of  service  expired  and  it  was 
discharged  in  Harrisburg  late  in  July,  1861. 

Capt.  Brooke  ascended  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  and  cre¬ 
ated  Company  A,  Fifty-third  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Vol¬ 
unteers  during  September  and  October  of  1861.  Enlisted 
in  Pottstown  for  three  years,  the  ranks  were  commanded  by 
Capt.  S.  Octavius  Bull,  1st  Lt.  William  M.  Mintzer  and  2nd 
Lt.  John  T.  Potts.  In  General  George  McClellan’s  Penin¬ 
sula  Campaign  of  1861,  this  division  formed  part  of  the 
Second  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  fought  in  battles 
at  Fair  Oaks,  Gaines  Mills  and  Savage’s  Station.  Later  that 
year  the  men  were  heavily  engaged  at  Antietam  and  again 
at  Fredericksburg,  where  they  suffered  56%  casualties  at¬ 
tempting  to  storm  Mayres  Heights.  In  1863  the  array  bat¬ 
tled  at  Chancellorsville  and  Gettysburg.  In  1864  they  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  battles  of  the  Wilderness,  Spottsylvania 
Court  House,  Cold  Harbor  and  Petersburg.  Before  going 
out  of  service,  July  30,  1865,  the  garrison  came  to  blows 
with  the  Confederates  at  Five  Forks  and  at  Appomatox. 

Other  companies  in  the  War  Between  the  States  includ¬ 
ed  Company  H,  Sixty-eighth  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Vol¬ 
unteers,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  William  Auchenbach 
and  Lts.  Benjomine  M.  Guest  and  Hiram  C.  Feger.  Company 
E,  Nineteenth  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Militia  was  estab- 
iished  by  Capt.  George  Rice,  1st  Lt.  Henry  Potts,  Jr.  and 
2nd  Lt.  Mark  H.  Richards. 

Col.  Brooke  later  fought  in  the  Mexican  War  and  rose 
to  brevet  Major  General  although  he  was  still  in  his  twen¬ 
ties.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish-American  War  in  1898, 
he  was  a  senior  General  officer  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Pottstown  was  a  station  on  the  Northern  route  of  the 
Underground  Railroad.  At  the  home  of  Jesse  Ives  at  Han¬ 
over  and  South  Streets,  runaway  slaves  from  Chester  County 
were  hidden.  Ives’s  daughter,  Mary  Anna  and  her  husband, 
Charles  Rutter,  also  lived  at  that  address.  Several  miles 
south  was  the  farm  of  Jerome  Titlow,  who  drove  fugitives 
to  the  home  of  John  Potts  Rutter  at  Pine  Forge.  Where 
Titlow  got  his  slaves  or  where  they  went  after  Pine  Forge 
remains  unknown. 

From  1865  to  1898  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  was  set  up.  Pottstown  was  represented  by  an  infantry 
company  mustered  into  service  August  16,  1877— Company 
A,  Sixteenth  Regiment.  The  officers  were  Capt.  William  M. 
Mintzer,  1st  Lt.  Thomas  C.  Steele  and  2nd  Lt.  R.  L.  P.  Reif- 
sneider.  On  September  23,  1878,  the  outfit  was  designated 
Company  A,  Sixth  Infantry,  under  Capts.  Steele,  Henry  A. 
Shenton  and  William  E.  Schuyler. 

From  May  10  to  13,  1898,  Company  A  was  sent  into 
service  for  the  Spanish-American  War  under  the  direction 
of  Capt.  William  E.  Schuyler,  1st  Lt.  Charles  F.  Sell  and 
2nd  Lt.  Charles  F.  Gruber.  From  Mount  Gretna,  Pa.,  the 
regiment  was  dispatched  to  Camp  Alger,  Virginia  and  re¬ 
designated  the  Sixth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  Second  Bri¬ 
gade,  Second  Division,  II  Army  Corps.  On  October  17, 


1898,  the  men  were  mustered  out.  The  company  was  re¬ 
organized  as  the  Sixth  Infantry,  National  Guard  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  from  November  29,  1898  to  March  27,  1899,  under 
the  same  local  officers. 

Company  M,  Fourth  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volun¬ 
teer  Infantry  was  enlisted  for  the  Spanish-American  War 
and  began  service  July  6,  1898  commanded  by  Capt.  Lyman 
Y.  Missimer,  1st  Lt.  Horace  L.  Ebert  and  2nd  Lt.  Charles 
W.  Schuyler.  Company  M  was  the  first  array  from  Potts¬ 
town  to  fight  on  foreign  soil.  After  training  at  Chickanauga 
Park,  Georgia,  the  men  sailed  from  Newport  News,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  July  29,  1898.  On  August  3,  they  disembarked  at 
Arroyo,  Puerto  Rico.  Sailing  on  the  transport  CITY  OF 
CHESTER  the  troops  landed  at  New  York,  September  6  and 
were  mustered  out  of  service  November  16. 

From  1898  until  1916  Company  A,  Sixth  Infantry  con¬ 
tinued  in  action.  Quarters  were  maintained  in  the  Security 
Building  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  The  state  inaugurated 
a  program  of  building  armories  in  the  initial  years.  In  1909 
Governor  Stuart  spoke  at  the  dedication  of  the  Pottstown 
Armory.  On  this  day  Capt.  Schuyler,  through  whose  in¬ 
fluential  efforts  the  artillery  depot  was  established,  retired. 
Capt.  Charles  F.  Gruber  succeeded  to  his  post. 

In  1916  following  Villa’s  raid  on  Columbus,  New  Mex¬ 
ico,  President  Wilson  mobilized  many  troop  units  of  the 
National  Guard  to  reinforce  the  regular  army  for  an  in¬ 
vasion  of  Mexico.  Company  A,  Sixth  Infantry  went  into 
federal  service,  June  6  &  7,  1916,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp 
Stewart,  El  Paso,  Texas,  as  part  of  the  Seventh  Division. 
The  leaders  included  Capt.  Gruber,  1st  Lt.  William  K.  Da¬ 
vis  and  2nd  Lt.  Nelson  Robert.  The  troops  were  active 
Guard  was  reorganized. 

Pottstonians  proudly  served  in  World  War  I.  On  July 
15,  1917,  Company  A,  Sixth  Infantry,  went  into  federal 
service  under  the  guidance  of  Capt.  Gruber,  1st.  Lt.  Davis 
and  2nd  Lt.  Louis  E.  Reigner.  These  three  officers  and  150 
men  left  town  for  Camp  Hancock,  Augusta,  Georgia,  Sep¬ 
tember  15,  1917.  On  October  11,  1917,  the  Sixth  Infantry 
combined  with  the  18th  and  was  renamed  the  111th  and 
later  the  Twenty -eighth  Division.  Training  continued  at 
Camp  Hancock  until  April,  1918,  when  the  troops  moved  to 
New  York  and  on  to  France.  Company  A  fought  in  the 
following  campaigns:  Champagne,  Champagne-Marne, 
Oise-Aisne,  Aisne-Marne,  Meuse-Argonne  and  Lorraine. 
Twelve  members  of  the  regular  company  were  killed  and 
forty-three  were  wounded.  Sgt.  James  V.  Gleason  received 
the  nation’s  highest  award  for  valor,  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross.  The  Pottstown  platoon  earned  the  French 
CROIX  DE  GUERRE  with  Palm  for  its  successful  attack  on 
Hill  204  near  Chauteau  Thierry.  Sgt.  George  A.  Amole, 
the  first  casualty  from  our  native  area,  was  honored  by  the 
local  post  of  the  American  Legion.  The  regiment  returned 
to  the  United  States,  April  19,  1919  and  was  mustered  out 
at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey  on  May  4,  1919. 

Company  K,  Third  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Reserve 
Militia,  was  authorized  to  supply  the  need  after  the  National 
Guard  left  in  1918.  The  men  were  commanded  locally  by 
Capt.  Paul  L.  Diefenderfer  and  2nd  Lt.  J.  W.  Armstrong. 
They  were  not  disbanded  until  1920  when  the  National 
Guard  was  reorganized. 

Altogether,  Pottstown  contributed  over  700  men  and 
women  to  World  War  I.  There  were  160  casualties,  includ¬ 
ing  24  killed  in  action  and  4  wounded  fatally. 

The  reestablishment  of  Company  A,  Sixth  Infantry, 
Pennsylvania  National  Guard  began  January  1,  1920.  By 
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July  29,  1920,  the  men  were  ready  for  service.  The  regi¬ 
ment  was  federally  set  up  at  Mount  Gretna,  Pa.,  August  7, 
under  the  following  officers:  Capt.  Fred  H.  Kelley,  1st  Lt. 
George  E.  Leiby  and  2nd  Lt.  Albert  L.  Wartz.  In  1921  the 
troops  were  designated  Company  A,  111th  Infantry.  Capt. 
William  Bergey,  Jr.,  succeeded  to  the  command  in  1926 
and  Capt.  George  A.  Cockefair  in  1933. 

In  1941  World  War  II  broke  out,  and  Company  A 
became  part  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Division.  At  the  Indian- 
town  Gap  Military  Reservation,  135  men  trained  under 
the  command  of  1st  Lt.  James  F.  Baird  and  2nd  Lts.  Mar¬ 
cus  L.  Hoover,  John  H.  Beeles,  Charles  K.  Buckwalter,  Hor¬ 
ace  A.  Terry  and  Charles  O’Hara. 

After  the  fall  of  Pearl  Harbor,  the  forces  performed 
seacoast  duties  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland  for  almost 
two  years.  On  November  7,  1943,  they  sailed  from  Camp 
Stoneman,  California  for  Oahu  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 
Here  the  battalion  became  the  111th  Infantry  Regiment 
Combat  Team,  practicing  with  the  Seventh  Division  and 
taking  part  in  an  amphibious  assault  on  the  Kwajalein 
Islands  in  the  Marshall  Group,  January  13,  1944.  Having 
garrisoned  various  islands  in  the  Marshalls,  it  returned  to 
Oahu,  July  11,  1944  for  guard  duty  and  retraining.  On 


V-J  Day,  September  2,  1945,  the  battalion  was  on  the  Pele- 
liu  Islands  in  the  Palau  Group.  The  company  was  officially 
credited  with  the  East  Pacific  Mandated  Islands  and  the 
West  Pacific  Mandated  Islands  Campaigns. 

Pottstonians  in  all  branches  of  the  armed  services  in 
World  War  II  numbered  4,023.  Eighty-four  were  killed  in 
action. 

Company  A,  111th  Infantry  Regiment  Combat  Team, 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  was  reorganized  at  the 
Armory  after  the  war  and  was  federally  set  up  as  a  tactical 
organization,  November  20,  1947  under  Capt.  Charles  C. 
Barr,  1st.  Lt.  Harold  C.  Baumann  and  WO  Emil  J.  Kovach. 

Pottstown  also  had  its  share  of  fighting  men  in  the 
Korean  War.  Colonel  Frederick  O’Neill,  a  renowned  mili¬ 
tary  strategist,  established  the  Fukuoka  community  in  Japan 
in  a  city  which  had  been  a  hotbed  of  anti-Americanism. 
This  former  resident  of  Pottstown  became  Commander  of 
the  United  States  Air  Force  Base  at  Itazuke,  Japan. 

Presently  Pottstown  boys  are  engaged  in  the  Vietna¬ 
mese  police  action.  No  matter  what  threats  confront  Amer¬ 
ica’s  security  as  a  democracy,  our  hometown  will  always 
be  on  hand  to  contribute  both  manpower  and  arms. 


-  TRANSPORTATION  IN  POTTSTOWN  - 


As  a  result  of  Pottstown’s  strategic  location  in  the 
Schuylkill  Valley,  our  town  has  been  an  integral  part  of  the 
American  transportation  system. 

However,  at  the  time  of  our  colonial  history  many  knew 
very  little  of  the  value  of  modern  transportation.  Settlers 
were  often  suspicious  of  each  other  and  always  alarmed  by 
the  presence  of  Indians.  Due  to  their  transactions,  farmers 
were  the  first  ones  to  create  a  need  for  swifter  commerce. 

William  Penn  fostering  parental  concern  for  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  his  colony,  offered  to  grant  six  acres  for  every 
one  hundred  purchased,  for  the  building  of  roads. 

Pottstown  itself  soon  realized  the  need  for  closer  access 
to  the  coast,  lest  our  town  dwindle  to  a  rural  hamlet.  By 
the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  Manatawny  Road  was 
completed.  However,  because  of  impassable  rivers  and  fre¬ 
quent  accidents  it  was  soon  turned  over  to  a  turnpike  com¬ 
pany.  Since  then  the  road  became  known  as  the  German¬ 
town  Pike,  the  second  such  turnpike  in  the  state. 

By  1797  stage  coaches  ran  twice  a  week  between  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Reading,  making  a  stop  at  Pottsgrove.  Here 
the  Rising  Sun  Hotel  soon  became  a  popular  stopping  place 
for  weary  travelers. 

Despite  the  increased  building  of  roads,  river  crossings 
continued  to  plague  the  traveler.  This  situation  initiated 
the  construction  of  bridges,  and  in  this  area  Pottstown  has 
always  been  particularly  noted.  The  first  bridge  over  the 
Schuylkill  was  built  in  1819.  Later  on  York  Street  on  the 
site  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  blacksmith  shop,  the 
first  iron  truss  bridge  in  the  hemisphere  was  constructed. 
When  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  began  some  years  later, 
many  of  its  bridges  were  also  built  in  Pottstown. 

Still  roads  remained  rather  primitive.  In  the  town  itself 
prior  to  1860,  the  streets  were  practically  all  dirt  roads.  As 
recently  as  1900  was  High  Street  first  paved  from  Charlotte 
to  York  Streets. 

Nevertheless,  all  commerce  does  not  take  place  on 
land.  In  the  eighteenth  century  many  local  residents  hoped 


that  the  Schuylkill  might  be  dredged  and  use  as  an  artery  of 
transportation.  Finally  in  1812  attempts  were  made  to 
construct  a  canal,  one  year  before  the  invention  of  the  steam 
engine  was  to  make  it  obsolete.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  opened  its  canal 
to  commerce  three  years  later  about  six  months  before  the 
Erie  Canal.  Three  boats  left  Reading  to  celebrate  the 
event.  One  the  “Thomas  Oakes”  journeyed  to  Laurel  Locks 
where  a  large  crowd  from  Pottstown  was  on  hand  to  greet 
it.  To  celebrate  the  occasion  many  toasts  were  drunk  and 
cannon  fired.  Indeed  it  was  a  momentous  event  for  the 
canal  was  the  first  man-made  artery  of  its  variety  and  mag¬ 
nitude  in  this  country. 

Soon  the  venture  was  encumbered  with  many  difficul¬ 
ties.  The  canal  was  plagued  by  strikes  and  floods,  but  con¬ 
tinued  to  compete  with  the  railroads  until  1870. 

Various  local  place  names  that  date  from  the  canal  era 
can  be  seen  today:  Pottstown  Landing,  Laurel  Locks  and 
Frick’s  Locks.  In  fact  some  portions  of  the  canal  remain 
on  the  Chester  County  side  of  the  Schuylkill  between  Potts¬ 
town  and  Reading. 

Halfway  into  the  nineteenth  century  the  railroad, 
successor  to  the  canal,  had  emerged  as  the  best  mode  of 
transportation.  In  1833  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail¬ 
road  (later  the  Reading  Railroad)  was  begun  and  four 
years  later  one  track  stretched  from  Reading  to  Pottstown. 
This  delay  in  the  completion  was  largely  due  to  a  legal  bat¬ 
tle.  The  turnpikes  refused  to  grant  a  right  of  way  to  the 
railroad  over  their  property  until  a  court  decision  of  that 
year. 

The  first  railroad  trip  from  Reading  to  Philadelphia 
was  rather  unique.  First,  the  engine  refused  to  operate  and 
the  cars  had  to  be  pulled  by  horses.  All  went  well  except 
that  the  horses  refused  to  cross  the  trestles  and  the  passen¬ 
gers  had  to  push  the  train  over  this  section.  Upon  arrival 
in  Pottstown,  a  stage  coach  was  boarded  for  the  trip  to  Nor¬ 
ristown  where  the  remainder  of  the  trip  was  completed  on 
the  railroad.  The  entire  trip  consumed  approximately  nine 
hours. 
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Later  the  town  itself  enjoyed  local  rail  facilities.  Street 
railways  or  trolleys  were  operating  in  Pottstown  from  1893 
to  1937.  The  Pottstown  Passenger  Railway  Company  was 
the  second  oldest  in  the  country  and  ran  along  High  Street 
with  a  line  down  Hanover  Street  to  the  Pennsylvania  Rail¬ 
road  station.  With  music  from  an  open  air  concert  the  first 
cars  ran  in  the  summer  of  1893  and  later  because  of  in¬ 
creased  traffic  extensions  were  added  to  Stowe  and  Sana- 
toga. 

The  Ringing  Rocks  Railway  Company  in  1896  built 
a  loop  around  the  park,  followed  by  the  Boyertown  and 
Pottstown  Railway  carrying  passengers  between  those  two 
points. 

In  1937  on  the  last  car  to  travel  over  the  tracks,  the 
passengers  sang  “The  Old  Gray  Mare,”  removed  straps  and 
posters  as  souvenirs  and  actually  stopped  the  car  by  tearing 
off  the  trolley  pole  from  the  overhead  wire. 


Soon  buses  with  their  more  efficient  routes  replaced  the 
romantic  old  street  cars  and  a  bygone  era  came  to  a  close. 

Today  Pottstown  still  remains  in  the  forefront  of  trans¬ 
portation.  The  borough  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Pottstown  Municipal  Airport,  one  of  the  few  airports 
within  the  boundaries  of  a  city.  The  railroad  continues  to 
provide  valuable  service  to  the  community.  Although  pas¬ 
senger  service  has  been  somewhat  curtailed,  freight  traffic 
remains  heavy.  Pottstown  also  enjoys  a  marvelous  high¬ 
way  system.  The  Route  422  By-pass  under  construction  is 
set  to  open  up  Pottstown  to  the  greater  commerce  of  the 
Philadelphia  area.  Even  with  constant  complaints  concern¬ 
ing  our  streets,  the  borough  provides  an  adequate  and  im¬ 
proving  system  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  town  of  our  size. 

Certainly  Pottstown  has  played  a  role  in  the  formation 
of  American  transportation,  which,  in  return,  has  helped  to 
make  our  town  the  prospering  industrial  and  commercial 
center  it  is  today.

From 
the  original  plant  purchased  by  Firestone  to  the  present  50  acres  under  roof  represents  20  years  of  continual  growth  by  the  local 
plant  in  both  the  rubber  and  plastics  divisions.  The  above  plants  house  the  tire  and  tube  divisions.  The  Firestone  Plastics  Company 
and  two  huge  warehouses  which  serve  as  the  primary  distribution  center  for  automobile  assembly  plant  and  Firestone  dealers  and  stores 

in  the  eastern  United  States. 

FIRESTONE  CROWS  WITH  POTTSTOWN 


It  was  1945.  Pottstown  was  130  years  young  that  year. 
May  7  was  V-E  day,  and  Germany  signed  unconditional  surrender 
terms.  On  August  6,  the  world  saw  its  first  atomic  bomb  ex¬ 
plosion  at  Hiroshima,  and  Pottstonians  joined  fellow  Americans  in 
celebrating  V-J  day  on  September  2. 

It  was  in  March  of  that  year — 1945 — that  The  Firestone 
Tire  &  Rubber  Company  moved  into  the  local  community,  leasing 
from  the  United  States  Government  a  plant  which  had  been  built 
on  two  fertile  farms  in  Lower  Pottsgrove  Township. 

Firestone,  cooperating  with  the  government,  manufactured 
heavy  duty  tires  for  military  use,  and  in  April  of  1945  the  first 
tires  were  cured. 

In  December,  1945,  the  war  now  over,  the  Firestone  Com¬ 
pany  reported  that  it  had  leased  the  plant  for  three  years  two 
months.  In  1949,  Firestone  bought  the  property. 

The  Firestone  Plastics  Company  established  its  headquarters 
here  in  1947  with  Roger  S.  Firestone,  youngest  son  of  the  founder 
of  the  Firestone  company,  as  its  president. 

In  the  twenty  years  since  Firestone  first  located  in  the  area, 
it  has  added  to  the  existing  plant  and  modernized  equipment  in 
both  the  tire  and  plastics  companies. 

Firestone  production  has  increased  seven  fold,  and  25  per 
cent  of  the  employees  have  been  with  Firestone  since  the  early 
beginnings  in  the  community.  This  year  and  next,  these  em¬ 
ployees  will  be  receiving  their  traditional  twenty-year  Firestone 
watch  for  service  with  the  company.  More  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  employees  have  service  records  of  more  than  fifteen  years. 

More  than  76  per  cent  of  the  present  production  work  force 
has  been  employed  ten  years  or  more,  and  91  per  cent  has  passed 
the  five-year  mark.  More  people  work  for  Firestone  in  Pottstown 


than  for  any  other  company.  Well  over  one-third  of  the  com¬ 
pany's  3200  employees  have  a  Pottstown  address.  The  balance 
are  residents  of  the  surrounding  boroughs  and  townships. 

Recognizing  the  advantages  of  the  Pottstown  community, 
Firestone  has  been  a  good  neighbor.  Since  1945,  its  annual  pay¬ 
roll  of  27  million  dollars,  and  the  average  7.2  million  dollars 
yearly  for  purchasing  services  and  supplies  in  the  Pottstown  area 
adds  substantially  to  the  economy  of  the  community.  Its  em¬ 
ployees  are  active  leaders  in  community  affairs  and  support  the 
community  and  its  projects.  Many  take  their  civic  responsibili¬ 
ties  seriously  and  hold  elective  and  appointive  offices  on  school 
boards,  borough  councils,  boards  of  supervisors,  and  with  their 
local  borough  and  township  governments.  The  awareness  of 
community  responsibilities  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  company 
and  employees  contributions  amounted  to  22  per  cent  of  the 
amount  raised  by  the  United  Fund  last  year. 

In  addition  to  chemicals  and  plastics,  Firestone's  Pottstov/n 
Plant  is  the  company's  major  tire  manufacturing  facility  in  fhe 
East,  making  a  wide  range  of  tires  and  tubes  and  serving  as  a 
primary  distributing  point  for  automobile  assembly  plants  and 
Firestone  dealers  and  stores  in  the  Eastern  United  States.
